Brings McGill Closer to 
Business Men of 
Canada. ' 



McGUI has always Deen esteemed 
aijiong the greatest of Canadian Uni- 
versities. As far iback as we may care 
to go, , the name of our Alma Mater 
was linked with the^reat educational 
Institutions which eriated in this 
country. But the name of McGIH has 
during the last five years been made 
known and enhanoed to a greater de- 
gree than we could over have antici- 
pated. Tho record of this University 
in the Great War, when otir classej 
were almost depleted, served to bring 
her name before - the minds of all 
nations and centres 'of culture and 
learning. Tho fame which McOUl's 
sons brought to their Alma Mater 
can never bo fully realized until we 
consider not only the influence which 
this has been brought to bear In Can- 
ada but in the whole Empire, If not 
the civilized world. 'The deeds of our 
heroes have "been re-echoed wherever 
loyalty of University men Is discussed, 
and thousands of miles away from the 
homo of McGIll we hear this univer- 
sity spoken of among the great edu- 
cational centres of the world. 

.lust lately, added impetus and re- 
cognition has been bestowed upon her 
when the people of this country re- 
sponded to tho call for aid that Mc- 
GIll sent out. .They remembered what 
McGlll was to^ Canàdà, add they un- 
derstood well .the fruits of her work. 
They kneW what an asset this univer- 
sity was to the community, and to 
Canadians generally, and they real- 
ized that McQlll must carry on. As a 
result of the recognition that McGlll 
bore, tlio response to her aid was 
nearly 17,000,000, instead of tho 
$5,000,000 which was set as the ob- 
jective. This conclusively prove^ 
McQlll's eminence, and the faith in 
which she was hçld by Uie people of 
this country. The business people of 
Canada, who aro the greatest asset of 
any nation, wore the ones who decided 
that this university would carry oij 
its gooil work. This campaign was a 
great stcv in trlnging the people of 
affairs closer to this Institution. 

Another step In bringing McOill 
closer to the business men of Canada, 
and especially Montreal, was the re- 
cent plan Inaugurated by the Royal 
Bank of Canada, who undertook to 
organize a course known as the 
"Bankers' Extension Course." The 
organizers, after considerable work 
and Initiative, succeeded in interest- 
ing several men of repute, known as 
authorities In thejr respective capaci- 
ties. These men consented to give a 
series of lectures on fhe theory of 
Money, lii.surance, niU.s of Bxchange, 
the Law of Bankruptcy, Corporations, 
etc., especially designed to meet the 
needs of persons employed In banks 
or trust companies. These lectures 
are both practical and theoretical, 
such as those on Kconoinic Theory, ' 
and- those on ForelRii lOxrlianBO, as 
well as tho£e of decided help aud in- 
terest to people active in shipping or 
general dealings which require a 
knowledge' of Traffic, Insurance, and 
BusIneBS Law, which aro absolutely 
essential to any active firm. Every-

A most varied and interesting programme has 
been prepared and the fact that Mr. J.J. Gagnier is to conduct assures 
à scholarly and sympathetic reading of the matter attempted. The 
$61oist» are all musicians of the first rank and music lovers may rest 
ignored that the entire concert will measure well up to pre-war stan- 
iirit. The officials estimate that the organization has regained its 
ilprmer strength by now and that the prestige attached to the accom- 
i|iit«linieote;Of the ensemble in other years will be enhanced by the 
CDamnmation of the present season's plans.

All leading colleges of the present day are 
a background of precedent established by students and 
of former years. Even in Canada, young country as it is, 
for tratdition is fast gaining a hoM upon the minds of our 
le, and we, wQiile striving for advancement, have learned not to 
«t the precepts set by our fathers. We have leiarned that Pro- 
it compatible with Tradition. 
A^oOill, as the most representative Canadian University, has its 
particalar body of traditions which invite revereince from most, 
not from all, undergraduates. The greater part of these deserve 
riq^rd. paid to them, while others act more as hardships upon 
student activities, than as an incentive to progress. Under this last 
MtBgory the Annual undoubtedly could be listed; that the Class of 
'22 lias shown wisdom in replacing it by some form of Year Book we 
tb]ak|^Hi|>rove itself in time.

To the tidltor, " McOlll Dally." 
Dear Sir,— 
It was with the greatest Interest 
that I read Mr. n'Virthlng's able and 
Instructive criticism conccrnlni; the 
action taken tiy the Studcni.< Council 
re the proposed publication of a re- 
view. If I understand the situation 
aright,' there is a movement afoot to 
establish a monthly or fortnightly re- 
view over which a sort of semi-cen- 
sorship would be exercised guaran- 
tcelnp; that the review would not 
commit Itself too badly. • At the same 
time, since the paper emanated from 
the student body, any Iniloscrotion 
on its part would place tho Students'/ 
Council in an unenviable position. 
This is manifestly unfair to thiit 
body, since the censorship montfoned 
would not be exercised by the 
Council. > ( 

It would bo a most excellent thing 
If n body of keen-minded, enerKetic 
students were to produce a monthly 
review; but to make Ihe same suc- 
cessful, under Ihe existing conditions, 
it must be independent. Consoi^sblp 
is fatal. 

.Surely there is no authority which 
may prevent the publlcallon of an In- 
dependent paper, provided the pro- 
ducers alone arc responsible for ^he 
views expressed. 

With this in mind, the title of the 
paper Khould be selected,, care, bein 
taken 1o show that tho views ex- 
pressed below it wore merely those 
of the publishers. For example, a 
title, "'The Red and AVhlte," wlUi 
this rjder, "a monUily review pub 
listaed by McGill students," could not 
be held objectionable on any grounds 
Such a review would fill a long-telt 
need. Who would bo bold enough to 
place a limit on its usefulness ? 
Might not some of us be the means of 
a second " Oxford Movement," which 
the times so badly need, or mlgh^ not 
wo bo tho instruments fo lead the 
people of Canada lo true nationhood ?

The Rules Commission of the Inter- 
collegiate Rugby Union meets nere 
to-day to discuss the changes, to be 
made In tho playing niles of thc'gamc 
for ni'.icl sort.son. It weniB 10 hr goiior- 
ally agrvod that «orne changt's In the 
rules have to b« made, and tlio confer- 
onco this afternoon will decide 
exactly what they will be. 

While it is not known what changes 
will bo suKKoslfd by the I'lub.s, the 
discussion iliiough t.lio inndlum of the 
daily ^ newspapers, and elsowhora, 
would give a, very good idea of the 
general feeling on tho'subjcct. Sug- 
gestions have l)eon made that the 
game he rliong<'d to ono approxiraal- 
Ing English Rugby, on tho one hand, 
while others come out in favor of ac- 
cepting tho game as It Is played in 
thu United States. 

Among tho, mass of literature on 
thu subject there >cems to ne, n few- 
general KiigKo.slionh thai como to tho' 
foio. The one thai lias received the 
mo.-^t attoniion from the critics Is that 
propoalug that the snapback should 
be Introduced Into the game next sea- 
son. 

.Mui'ii trouhli' ha.^ horn taken to 
hliow thai thi' Kami- Is being spoiled 
by the proi-oni method of heeling out 
Iho ball to the quarterback, it has 
bofiiL shown that tho game would ho 
qtiiâkêncd,.lnasmuob as the ball could 
ho uliot out oithor to the fiuarlerback 
or to the contre half us tho play dc- 
muudcd and the game would bo much 
more interesting to the spectators. 
From Toronto copies tho suggestion 
that the side scrimmagcra should^ il>e 
eliminated if tho snapback is used, 
while others point oui that the flying 
witig should, go, if the lino is to have 
two men less.. , 

How many of .these suggestions will 
reach tho mooting of the Rules Oom- 
mlttoe Is not known, but it is natural 
to o.\pnrt that they will receive somo 
uUention, It i.s difficult to say which 
of tUcm ought to be adopited, as it is 
a matter for men \<fl\o havo made a 
very close study of the game, and it 
Is suoh men who will be at the meet- 
ing to-day. 

The reprcseniaiivcB to tlie meeting 
are all very reticent about their 
opinions, preferring to wait .until 
they hear the opinions' of others at 
tho conference before aommltting 
themselves. Wlialever the decisions 
mado, they will be awaited with in- 
terest by oil of those Interest^ In 
the game.

lulnnd. The course, to which attond- 
niicc iM voluntary, had at tts first 
meeting over 276 employées from the 
various branches at this baalc in 
Montréal. The number from the .other 
banks and trust companies waa almost 
COO, and the Convocation Hall of the 
lioyal Victoria College wan nUcd to 
fspaclty by the large attendance. 
The bankers were indeed very fortun- 
ate In obtaining such an excellent 
ulaco as the Convocation Hall to told 
.lie cours« In. The facilities are ex- 
cellent, and the educational at- 
luoapherp adds to the interest and 
iwd^ety of the lectures. 
, T.h« first lecture, as stated icbove, 
■ was given by Mr. John D. Falcon- 
tiridgo, of Toronto, on Friday, Decem- 
ucr 3rd. Atr. Faloon^brldge took as his 
:>ubjcct, "The Bills of Exchange Act." 
The, huge audience of about 700 
I>eqple proved coneluslTely the great 
Interest that was being manifested la 

' this' Extension Course.. The organ'^ 
'izora are sure that the example set by 
Ui(< jflrst meeting will be followed by 

;. b-hnllar enthusiasm throughout the 
wbqle eei;le6 of lectures. The bank 
officers have struck the right note in 

^providing tlUs course, as the results 
that are certain to be obtained by the 
baaklng employees In general will 
add ]consid«rably to tlie efficiency and 

.'uiul.erstanding in our. hanks. The 
implorées have alreaily dlsplajred 
their eagerness to obtain as much 
Infonnatlon as possible with respect 
to their regular work, and their en- 
thusiastic turnout Is conclusive «vl- 
dençe of the Jnterest they are taking 
and the. attention they Intend gliMng 
to t^is valuable course. 

This Bankers' Extension Courso is 
an Innovation at .McOlIl and in Mont- 
real, and never before has this system 

' of instituting a similar course been 
l>ut on under the auspices of a uni- 
versity. In Toronto, the Bankers' 
Aasooclatlon there has a course of 
lectures for bank officers, but this le 
not held from the poln^ of view of the 
University giving It. Besides this 
fact, the general education which this

Tfrcstlng. rt Is the first tihing of this 
nature thai MrOIII has given under 
her auKplccH to draw such interest. 
This the University authorities con- 
sidered favorably tr^/n the fact that 
tHo more McQill gets in touch with 
the business worm, the ser^-lce that 
the business world will render to Mc- 
OIII Is certain to he.of mutual value.

Those that form the programme liavo 
been carefully prepared, and although 
the audience will not get a concert 
quite on the level of that ot which a 
professional symphony orchestra is 
capable, It is hoped that tho thinR, 
taken all round, will not b« entirely 
without merit. 

A word about tho soloists. Mme. 
Larose Is well known in musical 
circles in tho city) and her work will 
bo of a type fixed by her usual stand- 
ard, as a glance at her songs will 
testify. Messrs. Clossoy and Preçner 
are iMjlb too well known around the 
college to need any Introduction, and 
they alone would bo worth going a 
good way to hoar.
